It is evident 
hat this vast army of laborers must be supplied 
while at work on the reservation, and if your in-

This hich tribunal has suffered seriously 
in public estituation since Justices Strong, 
Bradley and Miller sauctioned the ir ids by 
which the Presidency was stolen in 1s76, and 
reiused, ley their votes on the fiectoral Coni- 
mission, to permit any ivestigation of the 
conspiracy in Louisiana and ia Florida, the 
provis of which were publicly laid before 
hem. 

No surprise was excited by the recent ex- 
sosure of excessive fees in the Clerk 8 offce. 
The facts have notorious. That 
elerikship is the oniy one in the whole judi- 
clarv where are not known and ac- 
counted tor. ~koepiol continued 
unjustly, by the protection of the Court and 
by improper interference with legislation 
when reform was proposed. It is belheved 
that the emoluments of the ollice are quite 
ecual to the Presidents saiary, if they are 
not ureater. The court itself must be purged 
before the abuses in the Clerk’s office can be 
effectively reformed.

To the Fditor of the Poat-Dis patch: 

The object seen by your correspondent, yester- 
day morning, “2imest directly between the earth 
and the sun,’ was not as he supposes “a round 
ball,” nor was it “undoubtedly a planet,” but 
most probably was the creat spot which appeared 
on the sun’s dise on September 17th, about the 
time of the perihelion passage of the wonderful 
comet that ls even yet visible in the eastern skies 
just before dawn. The spot is now making its 
third (apparent) passage across the face of the 
sun, and will be visible for the next two weeks, 
unless it breaks upand disappears in the mean- 
time. During the past six weeks I have seen it 
with the unaided eye aeveral times, and one 
morning during the latter part of September, not 
only the great spot, but several smaller ones were 
plainly visitle. An article in the Rochester Dem- 
ocrat (quoted in yesterday's Globe-Democrat) 
gives some very interesting information concern- 
ing recent soiar phenomena which would well 
repay reading. Your readers. curious upon such 
subjects, will find the matter of sun spots very 
pleasantly treated of in Flau:marim’s ‘Wonders 
of the Heavens.”

Extract from the PUBLIC LEDGER, Phi- 
ladelphia, Octeber Jth, 18s. 


THE NEW OLIVE BUTTER 

is excelleut for fry'nc purposes. There’s something in 
a bame, but, probably, nothing of the “olive” in the 
butter, exeept its co or; but. besides being assured by 
chemists that it isa perfect!v pure vegeiable gil, ail 
housekeepers who have tried it willarree thatit is ex- 
tremely economical and makes a very delicate frying 
maternal. Here was formerly the situation in the kit- 
chen over the frying pan: You could take lard, which 
was not cheap,and “used up” very fast; you had butter, 
which. besides being ex pensive, required a skillful cook 
to keep it from burning; or you could use salad oll, 
which. though costing alarmingly to begin with, re- 
quired so little to do the work that the cooking school 
woud tell you it was like the widow's eruse—it did not 
seem to lose perceptib.y; atter frying fifiy oysters, 
the bottle was neariy as full as before. But very few 
American housekeepers could be brought, by its first 
expensiveness, to try using sweet oil, which is the 
fry ng materfal of all South Europe. We leave out 
of the list “clarified fat,” or dripping, because there 
is seldom enough of this to do the entire cooking 
with, even with a conscientious person in the kit- 
chen who understands how to save and use it all. 
as it should always be insisted on. The two best 
known vevetable olla that this country produces are 
eotton-seed orl and peanut oli, both of which are un- 
derstood to have been for vears exported to Europe, 
eoming back to us in wiecker-covered flasks as Italian 
olive oil. Real olive oll froyws California is too smalia 
product, as yet, to count mach in the home market. 
fhe manufacturers of the new olive butter—which is 
not butier at all, but a clear, greenish oil—have agreed 
to give us a home reduct, warranted pure, without 
the ocean voyage: though, to conciliate our ridiculous 
American prejudices,do not label it cotton-seed or 

eanut oil, the former of which it probably is. Any- 
P wiy who tries it willagree that it cooks as well as 
salad oll; and as all vegetable oils heat at lower tem- 
peratures than the solid animal fats, it does not burn 
away or waste as rapidly as lard. It comes in conven- 
‘ent cans, with a mouthpiece, like the kerosene vil 
can, so that you can pour off just the desired quantity 
for use, and, after cooking. this can be carefully 
strained and returned to the can, exeept it has been 
used for fish, when it must be putin a separate hottie 
and kept apart for this use. It has a slightiy pungent 
ameli when cooking, whichis said to be entirely re- 
moved by a pinch of salt, but which is no worse than 
other frying through the house. The egg-plants, oys- 
ters, clam or corn-fritters that are turned out of olive 
buiter by a good cook have nota particle of greasiness 
about them. nor any taste whatever of the medium in 
which they are fried.

e maral, or large stag, is found in all the 
hither regions of the Ala-tau, Ac-tau and 
Mus-tau.

In winter and «pring he ts 
found fn the valleys, but as the weather gets 


warmer he ascends, to escape the flies and : 


other insects. 

Marais are seldem found in herds, though 
groups of ten or twelve are sometimes seen 
standing on the brink of a precipice 1,500 or 
2,000 feet in height, quite inaccessible to 
man. Atothertimwes Ll have beheld them 
climbing the lofty crags, and cropping the 
velvety moss Which grew on the ledges. 

On one occasion | saw a group of seven 
standing on the top of amass of rock, rising 
up like a gigantie tower to the height of 700 
or 800 feet, three of its sides being nearly 
perpendicular, and the fourth was formed by 
a narrow sidge of rocks running up from the 
top of a great precipice atan angle of sixty 
degrees. In some parts this line was broken 
by great perpendicular steps, that appeared 
to render it impossible to ascend. Still, 
along that rngucd ridge they had climbed to 
the summit. 

A great chasm, at least a thousand feet 
deep and 600 yards in width, separated us 
from them, much to the regret of our little 
party, and ne place could be found by which 
to descend into the gorge and scale the op- 
posite precipices. Could we have succeeded 
in this, some of the mara! must have fallen 
to our rifles, 

lt wasa tantalizing sight to hungry men. 
one that often prompts the hunter to feats of 
daring, but in ibis instance we could only 
look with admiration on the splendid ani- 
mats, and hope tor a nearer acquaintance an- 
other time. 

Ll have followed my ceme, commencing the 
chase without a breakfest. having had no 
dinner or supper the preceding day. After 
stalking a stax for five or six hours, his 
branching horn seen above the CODSE in 
which he is lying, some 400 or 500) yards dis- 
tant.
